Multitude Of Problems 



The Illinois General Assem- 
bly will convene on Wednes- 
day, January 6, with a multi- 
tude of problems facing the 
legislators, 

Republicans control the 
1665 Senate (33 to 25) and, 
Democrats control the House 
(1 18 to 50). After the recent 
at-largo election, there are 
about 75 new members In the 
House without previous legis- 
lative experience. 

Loft over from, the last ses- 
sion will, be the knotty prob- 
lem of reapportionment. A 
long-drawn-out. wrangle on 
this issue could hold up ac- 
tion on other problems in 
need of solution. In the 
meantime, the legislature 
must appropriate money to 
pay the unpaid balance for 
the at-large election, Al- 
though money had been ap- 
propriated to cover the e lec- 
tion, it was not sufficient 'to 
cover the expenses. 

A new revenue article is 
already being discussed for 
passage in this General As 
sembly. Raising the sales 
tax versus (he imposition of 
an Income tax Is certain to be 
the subject of another battle.

Despite the recent policy to 
give the county board chair- 
man an almost automatic sec- 
ond term Henke will face a 
real donnybrook in his try 
for re-election and newcom- 
ers to the board will find 
themselves flattered and ca- 
joled along about board elec- 
tion tune. 

Construction will start on 
the new courthouse, the mid. 
county anjiex will be forgot- 
ten, and there will be a 
strong move to dissolve the 
Lake County Water District. 

In Springfield the big bat- 
tle will center on re-appor- 
tionment and take County 
will emerge with two districts 
which quite by accident 
will give the Democrats one 
district and the GOP the sec- 
ond. 

The state senate will try to 
produce a new alignment that 
will meet Supreme Court 
specifications with the result 
that the GOP will retain con- 
trol In name only.
